SUPERVISORS MOVE TO ASSUME 
OWNERSHIP OF OCEAN SHORE 
RAILROAD; MAY CO-OPERATE 
WITH* SAN FRANCISCO HOARD. 


Operation of the Ocean Shore Rail¬ 
road, recently abandoned by order of 
tlie State Railroad Commission, may 
be undertaken by the county of San 
Mateo, following the adoption Monday 
of two resolutions by the board of 
supervisors, one authorizing the 
board to form an assessment district 
and purchase the railroad, the other 
seeking an order from the Railroad 
discontinue the dis- 


Commission to 
mantling of the road. 

The commission is asked to ap- . 
praise the value of the property for 
the county authorities and to initiate j 
action looking toward the formation 
of an assessment district, after which 
the supervisors can levy assessments 
against property owners for the pur-1 
chase and operation of the utility. 
People of the Halfmoon Bay district 
are behind the new move to save the 
Ocean Shore. 

The action was taken after James 1 
B. Gordon, attorney of San Mateo, 1 
had appeared before the board repre- 
senting the western or coastside sec- j 
tion of the county, and requested such 
action on behalf of his clients. 

It is the desire of the Halfmoon j 
Bay district to have the work of 
dismantling the road stopped by the ; 
commission until such time as San , 
Mateo county as a county or a portion 
of the county as a public utility dis¬ 
trict can ta"ke over the properties. 

The action of the board has no 
reference to the portion of the road 
located outside of the county of San 
Mateo. The matter of the city and 
county of San Francisco taking over j 
that portion of the road within its j 
limits is now pending before the San 
Francisco board of supervisors, and 
should the two counties determine to 
purchase the properties it is probable 
that an arrangement would be made 
whereby the road would be jointly 

• 

operated. 

The supervisors had a busy day 
and did not adjourn until after G 
o’clock, to meet again Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. 

Six hundred and eighty-nine claims 
were presented and approved after 
the Ocean Shore matter had been dis¬ 
posed of. 

An amendment to the county meat 
ordinance was adopted, fixing the fees 
for inspection to be collected by the 
county veterinarian, Dr. W. C. Mc¬ 
Lean of San Mateo, who has been ap¬ 
pointed to the office at a salary of 
$225 per month, effective November 
16th, of which amount the city of San 
Mateo is to pay $65 per month. The 
foes fixed were: For each beef 
slaughtered and inspected in slaugh¬ 
ter houses, 15 cents; outside of 
slaughter houses, 25 cents; for each 
hog slaughtered and inspected, 60 
cents; for each lamb, 15 cents. 

The board then announced the offi¬ 
cial count of the ballots cast at the 
general election.

Potato Muffins 

(12 to 15 muffins.) 

1% cups wheat flour. 

% teaspoon salt. 

3 teaspoons baking powder. 

1 cup cooked sweet potato (Irish pota¬ 
toes may be used instead). 

1 or 2 eggs. 

2 tablespoons shortening. 

Liquid sufficient to make a rather stiff 
batter (about one-half cup). 

Boil the potatoes In the skins until 
tender; drain, peel, and mash fine. 
Putting the potato through a ricer or 
colander is better than mashing. Sift 
together the flour, salt, and baking 
powder. Beat the eggs until light and 
add to the cool mashed potato. Next 
add the melted shortening, then the 
jour mixture, alternating with por¬ 
tions of the liquid, until a batter is 
formed somewhat stiffer than for 
ordinary flour muffins. Drop by 
spoonfuls into greased muffin pans 
until half filled and bake for about 30 
minutes in a moderately hot oven. 

Bread Muffins 

(10 small muffins.) 

1(4 cups dry bread crumbs. 

1 cup milk. 

Va teaspoon salt. 

1 egg. 

1 tablespoon shortening. 

1 or 2 tablespoons sweetening. 

V% cup flour. 

2 teaspoons baking powder. 

Scald the milk, add the crumbs, 
allow to stand for 15 minutes, then 
mash and beat to a paste. Add the 
salt, beaten egg yolk, melted shorten¬ 
ing, sweetening, and the flour and 
baking powder, sifted together. Finally 
fold in the beaten egg white. Pour 
into gem pans until half filled, then 
bake for about 20 minutes in a mod¬ 
erately hot oven. 

Soy Bean Muffins 

(15 small muffins.) 

1 scant cup sop bean meal or flour. 

1 cup wheat flour. 

% teaspoon salt. 

2V4 teaspoons baking powder. 
Two-thirds cup raisins, or chopped 
dates, if desired. 

1 or 2 tablespoons sweetening. 

1 tablespoon shortening (melted). 

1 egg. 

About 1 cup liquid. 

Blend the dry materials and add the 
liquid. Add the fruit, previously 
dusted with flour. Do not have this 
batter too soft, as it. does not thicken 
so much in baking as that made with 
other flours.

Do you know how to make all kinds 
of yeast and quick breads, or are 
your efforts confined to the making of 
white bread and baking powder bis¬ 
cuits? Do you know whether the 
bread you make is perfect of its kind 
or not? Some recipes a little out of 
the ordinary follow: 

Cornmeal and Pumpkin Dodgers 
(10 to 12 cakes) ) 

114 cups cooked pumpkin. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

3 tablespoons shortening. 

1 or 2 tablespoons sweetening. 
lVs cups cornmeal. 

To the pumpkin, which has been 
cooked very tender and mashed free 
from lumps, add the salt, sweetening, 
melted shortening, and cornmeal and 
mix thoroughly. Have the mixture 
just soft enough to take up by spoon¬ 
fuls and pat into flat cakes in the 
hand. Place on a griddle or greased 
baking sheet and bake for about 20 
minutes in a hot oven. 

If desired, the cornmeal may be 
added to the hot pumpkin and allowed 
to steam with the latter for 10 minutes 
before adding the other ingredients.

French regime. Rising 100 feet above 
'Dufferln Terrace and 300 feet above 
the SL Lawrence, is the famous old 
Citadel with its stone walls and frown¬ 
ing cannon. In winter the shoulder 
of this hill is the starting point of the 
triple toboggan elide down which the 
gayly-dad merrymakers speed the full 
length of the terrace. But a few yards 
from them is the “Governor’s Garden,” 
the chief attraction of which is a huge 
shaft of granite erected in 1828 to the 
memory of Wolfe and Montcalm, both 
of whom were killed in the battle on 
the plains of Abraham near by, which 
ended the rule of the French. 

History, however, is not the only in¬ 
teresting thing about Quebec. It is a 
handsome, well-built city, with fine 
streets and splendid public buildings. 
The people are lovers of the great 
out-doors, and there is sport aplenty 
In both summer and winter. When 
the ice king has spread Ms mantle of 
ermine over the heights, the people en¬ 
joy* every known winter sport includ¬ 
ing snowshoeing, tobogganing, skiing, 
bob sledding, hockey and skating. In 
the summer near-by fishing resorts are 
well patronized, and camping and boat¬ 
ing number their devotees by thou¬ 
sands. There are many side trips of 
great tnterst including those to Mont¬ 
morency Falls, a cataract 100 feet 
higher than Niagara; Ste. Anne Beau- 
pre, the famous shrine; the Quebec 
bridge, the greatest engineering feat 
of the kind In the world; the Indian 
Lorettp, still the home of the Huron 
Indians, and Point Levis, opposite Que¬ 
bec, with its three forts from which 
Wolfe shelled Quebec more than a cen¬ 
tury and a half ago.

O UEBEC," the cradle of New 
France, will celebrate Its four 
hundredth birthday within a 
few years. It is the oldest 
city In North America, and Its story 
Is not only history but romance. It 
Is a unique city, standing alone as a 
sort of historical hyphen between 
the days that are and the days long 
gone by, which cannot be duplicated 
either In the old world or the new. 

Jacques Cartier, a sailor of St. Malo 
in France, discovered Its site In 1533. 

He was the first white man to set foot 
upon the soil of Canada, the name of 
which is derived from “Kanata," the 
Indian word meaning “A Collection of 
Huts." Two years later Cartier made 
a second voyage to the St. Lawrence 
and became friendly with Donnacona. 
an Indian chief who was ruler of 
Stadacona, a village which then oc¬ 
cupied part of the present site of 
Quebec. 

Following Cartier came Champlain, 

Frontenac, La Salle, and scores of oth¬ 
er intrepid soldiers of fortune, who 
founded and built the city, fought with 
the Indians, and explored the Great 
Lakes, the Mississippi river and vast 
areas of the interior of the United 
States, which were named Louisiana

arms and cannon. The Iroquois came 
from what is now New York state, 
and from time to time French soldiers 
and their Indian allies, the Ilurons, 
crossed the St. Lawrence and pene¬ 
trated the wildernesses over which the 
Iroquois roamed, destroying their vil¬ 
lages as a matter of reprisal. 

Dufferln Terrace, Quebec’s favorite 
promenade of today, overlooking the 
vast stretches of the St. Lawrence, 
was the scene of numerous Indian at¬ 
tacks. A big hotel closely resembling 
an old French chateau now stands ou 
the very spot where stood the Chateau 
St. Louis, und part of the cellar of this 
famous fort is still to be seen beneath 
the planking of the Terrace. When 
Sir William Phipps’ fleet sailed up the 
St. Lawrence in 1690 and demanded 
Quebec’s surrender, Comte de Fron¬ 
tenac the choleric and valiant French 
governor, replied to the summons, ’“I 
will answer you from the mouths of 
these cannon." 

Phipps opened fire from the river 
and Frontenae’s guns replied from the 
heights with such good aim that the 
English fleet retired. In the lower 
town today stands a picturesque lit¬ 
tle church, N'otre-Dame des Victories, 
which was struck by some of the Eng¬ 
lish cannon balls, and received its 
name from the victory over Phipps and 
for another deliverance In 1711 when 
a second English fleet under Sir Ho- 
venden Walker was almost wholly de¬ 
stroyed by a storm In the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence while on Its way to attack 
Quebec. Wolfe’s batteries at Levis, 
across the river, also partially de¬ 
stroyed It In 1759. Notre Dame 
square, upon which this church fnces, 
Is the oldest part of Quebec. Here 
stood Champlain’s “Habitation,” a 
house and fort and the first building 
erected in 1608 when Champlain found¬ 
ed the city. All traces of it have 
long since disappeared, and even the 
place where the Intrepid soldier gov¬ 
ernor ftas burled is unknown. 

Quebec's tirst street, Sous-le-Cap, if- 
also the narrowest street In America. 
It winds through the center of blocks 
of houses, many of which ure connect¬ 
ed by bridges across the quaint thor¬ 
oughfare. This street, up which swag¬ 
gered the soldiers of Champlain, Fron¬ 
tenac, und La Salle, is so hidden away 
that it is not easy to And, but no visi¬ 
tor who wants to see old Quebec falls 
to visit Bous-le-Cap. 

Historic Ground. 

At the foot of the heights runs 
Champlain street along which Gen. 
Richard Montgomery was marching 
with his Continental soldiers to attack 
Quebec in December, 1775, when he 
and his aides were mowed down by a 
discharge of grape and canister from 
a British block house. Montgomery’s 
body was buried In Quebec for 43 years 
and was then removed to New York 
and reinterred In old St. Paul’s 
church, within sound of the footfalls 
of Broadway’s hurrying thousands. On 
the wail of a bank at the corner of 
St. Peter and St. James streets, Is a 
bronze tablet marking the spot where 
Gen. Benedict Arnold, operating against 
Quebec at the same time as Mont¬ 
gomery, was wounded and defeated in 
his attempt to storm the heights. 

Every foot of Quebec, five times be¬ 
sieged by white enemies alone—not 
counting red—Is historic ground, and 
the visitor who ;ares to view Interest¬ 
ing places will do well to read the ro¬ 
mantic story of the old city before he 
hires his caleche in summer or his 
quaint sleigh In the winter carnival 
weeks. As a matter of fact, however, 
Quebec Is not difficult to see afoot, pro¬ 
viding ope does not object to a bit of
